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Towns says no 
to drugs

WILMINGTON — On three 
different articles, voters in 
Wilmington gave a resound- 
ing “no” to the sale of recre- 
ational marijuana in town. 

Articles 3, 4, and 5, due to 
their interrelatedness, were 
taken up together in se- 
quence. Article 3 prohibits 
the Sale of recreational mar- 
ijuana through town zoning 
bylaws. Article 4 prohibits 
the same through an inhabi- 
tant-bylaw. Article 5 extends 
the moratorium on the sale 
of recreational marijuana in 
town through the end of 2018 
(it was originally scheduled 
to expire at the end of June 
2018, 

Article 3 ultimately passed, 
with-300 in favor and 35 
opposed. Article 4 passed by 
voice. vote. Article 5 passed 
with=268 in favor and 15 
opposed. 
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The articles had some 
notable supporters. Among 
them was State Represen- 
tative Jim Miceli, who spoke 
in support of Article 3. 

Rep. Miceli remarked upon 
the extensive debate that the 
marijuana issue has faced in 
state legislature, and as- 
sured residents that the 
Attorney General would up- 
hold Wilmington’s bans. 

“The drug problem is ram- 
pant.” 

Despite the overwhelming 
support ‘all three articles 
were shown, there were res- 
idents willing to stand up 
and speak in opposition. 

Some noted that the exis- 
tence of similar bans in other 
surrounding towns could be 
an opportunity for Wilming- 
ton to capitalize upon a 
source of significant income. 

Resident Jim Burnham li- 
kened the bans nearly ubiq- 
uitous in this area to the pro- 
hibition of alcohol decades 
ago, noting that, if Wilming- 
ton were to also join in on the 
ban, “think about the rev- 
enue we would be forgoing”. 

Resident Caroyln Fenn fur- 
ther noted that Article 3 
bans research and cultiva- 
tion that could be considered 
pro-growth for the town, 
when, “...historically, we 
have been seen as pro- 
growth and pro-business.”

$30,641,802, which marks a 
3.68 percent increase. 

The FY19 non-salary ex- 
pense budget currently 
stands at $8,720,463, which 
is a six percent increase 
from the FY18 value of 
8,227,143 for the same. 
Much of the non-salary 
budget goes towards spe- 
cial education transport. 

Both increases are within 
a percentage point of last 
year’s increases. 


“It doesn’t matter which 
category the group falls 
in,” said Hull, “the intent is 
to assess the property as 
close to its value as possi- 
ble.”

WHAT TO DO WHEN 
AN IRS LETTER 
ARRIVES IN THE MAIL 


The IRS mails millions of pieces of 
' correspondence every year to taxpayers for 
. a variety of reasons. Below are some 
: suggestions on how to best handle a letter or 
notice from the IRS: 

Do not panic! Simply responding will take care of most IRS letters 
and notices. i 

Most IRS notices are about federal tax returns or tax accounts. 
Each notice deals with a specific issue and provides specific 
instructions on what to do. Careful reading is essential. 

A notice may likely be about changes to a taxpayers’ account, 
taxes owed or a payment request. Sometimes a notice may ask for 
more information about a specific issue or item on a tax return. If 
a notice indicates a changed or corrected tax return, review the 
information and compare it with your original return. 

There is usually no need to reply to a notice unless specifically 
instructed to do so, or to make a payment. However, taxpayers must 
respond to a notice they do not agree with. Mail a letter explaining 
why there is a disagreement with the IRS. The address to mail the 
letter is on the contact stub at the bottom of the notice. Include 
information and documents for the IRS to consider and allow at 
least 30 days for a response. 

There is no need to call the IRS or make an appointment at a 
taxpayer assistance center for most notices. If a call seems 
necessary, use the phone number in the upper right-hand corner of 
the notice. Be sure to have a copy of your tax return and notice 
when calling. 

Always keep copies of any notices received with tax records. 

Be alert for tax scams. The IRS sends letters and notices by mail. 
IRS does not contact people by email or social media to ask for 
personal or financial information. The IRS will not demand 
payment a certain way, such as prepaid debit or credit card. 
Taxpayers have several payment options for taxes owed.

‘Pop’s Hill doesn’t look like 
much to a child these days 
but to children growing up in 
the early 1900s, there was 
hardly a more exciting place 
tobe. Pop’s Hill is a triangle 
of land near Silver Lake, 
bounded by Glen Road, 
Harnden Street and Lubbers 
Brook which meanders 
along the southwest border. 
It-is topped by an early 19th 
century house known as The 
Elms. Across Glen Road was 
a large barn, complete with 
hayloft and cupola. 

Christian “Pop” Neilson 
had been urged to buy the 
place in 1907 by his son Ed- 
die. It turned out to be a wise 
move. Pop ran the farm and 
his wife Stina ran a summer 
boarding house. The timing 
was.just right. Silver Lake 
was becoming popular with 
city folk and a street car line 
ended-at the lake. 

The ‘present generation 
doesn’t know who the “Pop” 
was that gave Pop’s Hill its 
name, but to the old-timers 
of Wilmington the name in- 
stantly brings to mind the 
picture of a silvery-haired, 
blue-eyed, pink-cheeked old, 
gentle man, the very picture 
of Santa Claus except that 
Pop had no beard. He did 
sport a mustache, however. 
Neither did he have a pot- 
belly; he was a slight man. 
His most remarkable fea- 
ture was his eyes. When Pop 
was happy or pleased, his 
eyes would twinkle like little 
stars; when he was distres- 
sed, they clouded over and 
became very somber. 

Pop still retained his Da- 


'- nish accent, but this fact 
- was practically unnoticed by 


his, children or grandchil- 
dren; who grew up quite 
used to his speech. The fact 
that he had no teeth added a 
special touch to his pronun- 
ciation. 

In the winter it was the 
westside of Pop’s Hill that 
was ‘the Mecca. Over the 
brook. was a little arched 
bridge. There was absolutely 
no greater thrill in life than 
to slide “belly-bumps” down 
the hill, frequently iced

ahead of time by buckets of 
water from the brook poured 
onto the slope, bounce dar- 
ingly over the bridge and 
land with a terrific thump 
on the other side. Sometimes 
one landed in the ice cold 
brook; the danger only ad- 
ded to the excitement. 

Once Peter Carbone, an 
Italian lad who lived down 
on Main Street, did just that. 
While someone ran home to 
tell his mother, Dot Carter, 
Pop’s eldest daughter who 
was living at the elms at the 
time, brought Peter in, re- 
moved his wet clothes and 
immersed him in a tub of 
warm water. When Mrs. 
Carbone, almost hysterical, 
came running up to the 
house, Dot handed her her 
little boy, all warm and dry 
and wrapped in woolen blan- 
kets and gave her a sack of 
wet clothing. Mrs. Carbone 
thanked Dot profusely and 
probably mumbled Ave Ma- 
ria’s all the way home. 

There was a big double- 
runner sled available on the 
hill, left over from the time 
when Pop’s children were 
young. About six kids could 
pile onto this sled, the front 
one steering with a wheel 
that was attached to the 
front pair of runners, the 
rear kid manning the 
brakes, which were applied 
only upon the prospect of 
immediate dousing in the 
brook. You couldn’t work up 


the speed on the double-run- 
ner that you could on your 
Flexible Flyer sled when 
you ran, holding the sled in 
front of you and then, when 
you had worked up a good 
momentum, fell on the sled 
and raced down toward the 
bridge and/or brook. But 
there was something awfully 
cozy about wrapping your 
arms around the kid in front 
of you, planting your feet on 
the running-boards and en- 
trusting your fate to the 
steersman and the brake- 
man, whooping in unison 
with the other five passen- 
gers. 

It was here that the first 
tentative skiing ventures 
took place. It was a very 
tame hill for skiing, so 
someone had the idea, once, 
of covering a barrel with 
snow and making a jump. 
Steve and Dickie Neilson, 
Pop’s grandsons, made the 
trip with great aplomb. 

“Heck,” thought niece Ber- 
nice Neilson, “if these kids 
can do it, so can I.” 

That is how Bernice ac- 
quired the scar under her 
chin. 

It was not always peaceful 
on the hill. Once in a while a 
discordant element caused 
trouble. There was a boy 
named Warren who fre- 
quented the hill. He was 
really a bully, always pick- 
ing on kids smaller than 
himself. On one such occa-

sion, he started pushing lit- 
tle Bernice around, not not- 
ing that her big sister Sylvia 
was in the area. Sylvia came 
charging like an enraged 
bull, her ski in the air. 

“Hit my little sister, will 
you?” she yelled, and slam- 
med the ski on Warren’s 
head. 

Warren promptly fell into 
the brook and ran home cry- 
ing to Mama. This time Dot 
did not come to the rescue.

According to Hallmark.com, 
“The earliest thank you notes 
can be traced back to Chinese 
and Egyptian cultures.

well as social notes in the latgp Gf 


1400s.” 

The notes were written on 
papyrus and later evolved to 
paper. Handwritten notes of 
thanks came into North Am- 
erican culture as a point of eti- 
quette once the postage stamp 
was created in the 1640s, 
brought over by a German gen- 
tleman as art cards. In fact, the 
Smithsonian Institute in Wash- 
ington, D.C. has an extensive 
collection in the Archives of 
American Art. Their informa- 


tio explains that the practice 
of sending thank you notes took 
hold in the 1860s.

dential tax base.”

Male Athlete of a Year:  Datny Gracia

WILMINGTON - In the 23 
previous years of the 
Wilmington Town Crier 
Male Athlete of the Year, the 
majority of the winners have 
been three-sport athletes, 
which has always been the 
No, .1 focus of the award. 
Danny Gracia is no excep- 
tion. However, he is the first 
athlete to have golf on his 
resume. He also becomes 
the third athlete in 24 years 
to leave Wilmington High 
School and play a sport 
(Baseball at Franklin 
Pierce) in the very tough 
Northeast-10 Conference, 
joining Stephen Stewart, 
who played football at 
Bentley College, and Eric 
Banda, who also played foot- 
ball at Merrimack College. 

Just like Stewart and 
Banda, two terrific exam- 
ples, Gracia falls right into 
the same category of type of 
athlete: extremely  well- 
rounded, versatile, tough as 
nails, great leader and 
someone who just comes to 
play every single day. 

“T really think of Danny as 
a throwback (athlete),” said 
boys basketball coach 
Dennis Ingram. “He really 
doesn't have anything to say, 
you never have to question 
his work ethic as he's always 
one of the hardest working 
kids. He's a competitor. He 
loves to compete. We very 
rarely take him out of the 
game. We depend on him a 
lot and he loves the pressure 
and kind of feeds off of 
that.” 

While Gracia is usually 
very quiet, Ingram recalled

a pretty funny moment dur- 
ing one of the team's games 
last year. 

“I remember last year we 
were in a game, late in the 


fourth quarter. There was 


like two minutes left on the 
clock, it was a dead-ball and 
he comes over to me and 
cracks this half-wit smile 
and says "hey coach, this is 
exciting’. I told him to get 
over there (onto the court) 
as I'm about to have a heart- 
attack. It just shows his tem- 
perament. He is calm. When 
the heat and the pressure 
rises in the situation, Danny 
gets cooler and he can han- 
dle it. I think the other kids 
feed off of that.” 

In the 2017 calendar year, 
Gracia was :named a 
Middlesex League All-Star in 
Basketball. He was second 
on the team in scoring and 
three-pointers, and led the 
team in assists and steals. In 
the spring, he helped the 
baseball team finish 16-5, 
which included winning the 
ML Freedom Division 
League title as well as the 
Dick Scanlon Memorial 
Tournament Championship. 
He was named the Freedom 
Division's Most Valuable 
Player as a junior and the 
Scanlon Tournament MVP. 

In golf, he was either the 
team's No. 1 or No. 2 player, 
averaged a 40 in match play 
and helped the Wildcats 
reach the state tournament 


for the second time in the 


past 12 years. 

Gracia will leave WHS as a 
three-sport captain . (two 
years in baseball) and with 
11 varsity letters. 


RIGHT ON POINT 


Last year as a junior, 
Gracia was the basketball 
team's starting point guard. 
It was his second year on 
varsity, coming back after 
as tough 1-19 season the year 
before. Although. the team 
only improved to three wins 
under Ingram's first season, 
the program did take some 
major steps forward. 

“It obviously was not the 
best season record wise, but 
it was an improvement from 
the year before,” said 
Gracia. “Coach Ingram was 
good for his first year and it 
was exciting to play for him. 
He got the guys motivated 
and we were in most of the 
games, unlike the year 
before when we were blown 
out. Last year we were in 
games until the end and we 
would make a silly mistake 
that hurt us. We had a bunch 
of single digit and close loss- 
es. We lost by two games by 
a point and a bunch of other 
games that were close.” 

Gracia had several out- 
standing games statistically 
speaking. He finished with 
19 points, 7 rebounds and 7 
assists in a game against 
Burlington, had 15 points in 
a game against Melrose and 
he also had 16 and 19 points 
in the team's two games in 
the Knights of 
Columbus/Larry McGrath 
Memorial Christmas 
Tournament. 

On the season, Gracia 
started 17 of the team's 18 
games, finished with 207 
points (11.5 per game), had 
80 rebounds (4.4 per game) 
and finished with 65 assists, 
21 steals and also had 14 
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three-pointers. 

“He's the one that gets us 
going with all of the stuff 
that we do,” said Ingram. 
“He can shoot the three, he 
can post it up and he's our 
best foul shooter. There's a 
lot of things that he can do 
well and we try to incorpo- 
rate those things into our 
game (plan). He's also a 
very good passer, but the 
best thing you can say about 
Danny (as a basketball play- 
er) is he is a very good deci- 
sion maker. You talk about 
who is the point guard, who 
is the shooting guard and 
this and that but if the ball is 
in Danny's hands, he's mak- 
ing a good decision with it.” 

This year's team has start- 
ed off 1-3. Wilmington 
defeated Norfolk Aggie and 
then lost handily to Woburn, 
Belmont and Reading, three 
Middlesex League Division 1 
teams. Gracia and the rest 
of the Wildcat squad know 
that once the team faces the 
Freedom Division teams, 
there's games for the taking 
and hopefully the team can 
finally get over the hump 
and win more than just a 
few games. 

“This year should be more 


exciting. We are a lot small- 
er than we were last year 
especially since I'm the 
tallest guy in.the starting 
line-up. I think it's going to 
be fun. We are going to have 
a lot of up-tempo play. We're 
going to press and hopefully 
take advantage of unforced 
errors. 

“The line-up with everyone 
who is going to play, we can 
handle the ball. In the plays 
that we run, it's not really a 
set, like one through five 
(position wise), anyone can 
really run to each spot. 
Between me, Graham 
(Smith) and Joey (Rebeiro), 
we can all handle the ball 
very well, so it should be 
fun.” 


STRIKING OUT 
THE SIDE 


Baseball is easily Gracia's 
best sport. He has been a 
shortstop/pitcher for the 
Wildcats ever since his 
freshman year. He has put 
up some pretty impressive 
numbers in each of those 
three seasons. 

At the plate, he batted .333 
as a freshman, finishing 
with 11 hits in 33 at bats. He 
scored 9 runs, had 3 RBI, 3 
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Wilmington 


stolen bases, while he 
walked seven times and 
struck out eight. He also had 
a fielding percentage of .891. 

As a sophomore, he batted 
.312, going 14-for-45, includ- 
ing 5 doubles, 8 RBI, 5 runs 
scored, while swiping two 
bases, walking five times 
and striking out 15 times. He 
finished with a .895 fielding 
percentage. 

As a junior, he finished 
with a .291 batting average, 
with 16 hits in 55 at bats, 
including 4 doubles, 10 RBI, 
7 stolen bases, while he 
walked 14 times and only 
struck out six times. He also 
finished with a .925 fielding 
percentage. 

“As a player Danny -is. a 
special type of kid,” said 
head coach Aldo Caira. “He 
has a very high baseball 1Q 
and is our leader on the 
field. I remember when he 
was a freshman you could 
see that he was quiet and a 
little laid back. I would 
always have to tell him to 
attack the ball hit his way 
and be loud and in charge in 
the field. That the team 
needed him to be our Field 
General.

later, you can see how he 
has improved by his fielding 
stats. His errors have gone 
down, he's getting to more 
balls and being that voice 
the team needs defensively. 
When he's playing shortstop 
his pitchers feel comfort 
knowing that he going to get 
to everything that hit his 
way.” 

In his career, Gracia has 
41 hits in 133 at bats for a 
.308 average. He has scored 
30 runs, has 9 doubles, 21 
RBI, has stolen 12 bases in 
13 attempts and has 26 walks 
and 29 strikeouts. 

On the mound he's been 
equally as effective. He had 
four starts as a freshman 
including a dazzling per- 
formance in a win over 
Tewksbury. He finished that 
season with a 2-1 record and 
a 2.04 ERA. In 24 innings, he 
struck out 15 and walked 
seven. As a sophomore, he 
finished 3-1 in 5 starts with a 
2.41 ERA. In 32 innings, he 
struck out 22 and walked just 
seven. 

Last year in seven starts, 
he finished 5-2 with a 1.14 
ERA. In 49.2 innings, he 
struck out 43, walked 14 and 
held opponents to an .187 
batting average. 

In his career, he has a 10-4 
record in 16 starts. In 105.2 
innings, he has struck out 80 
batters and walked just 28. 

“When he's on the mound 
his fielders behind him seem 
more comfortable knowing 
he's throwing strikes, keep- 
ing the game moving and 
they realize that they need 
to be as focused as him for 
support,” said Caira. “It's 
definitely a comfort thing 
for our team when he's on 
the field. He's one of the 
main reasons we've been 
able to win 37 games over 
the last three years and he 
has played in 62 of the 63 
games.” 

Of those 37 wins over the 
last three years, 16 came 
this past spring. The 
Wildcats had a phenomenal 
season, finishing the regular 
season with a 16-4 record, 
including a 10-0 mark 
against Freedom Division 
opponents. Wilmington won 
the league title as well as the 
Scanlon Tournament. 

“We had a great year but it 
was a tough way to end (los- 
ing to Burlington in the first 
round of the playoffs),” said 
Gracia “Initially we were 
surprised (with how well we 
did) because we had lost so 
many seniors from the year 
before led by Jackson Gillis 
and we should have done a 
lot better with that group. 
Going into last year, you 
could have said that we were 
going to have a rebuilding 
year with all of the juniors 
and a bunch of kids who did- 
n't have any varsity experi- 
ence, but looking at it now, 
with all of the kids who were 
on the team and played, they 
are really good so I 
should've realized before the 
season started that we had 
that potential.” 

Through his first two sea- 
sons, Gracia mostly threw a 
fastball and a change-up. 
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This year’s Town Crier Male Athlete of the Year is Da 


Going into last year he 
worked on his curveball dur- 
ing the off-season and mixed 
that in during games. He 
threw his fastball usually 
between 83-85 miles per 
hour, his curve between 75-79 
and his change-up in the low 
70s. 

Of his seven starts this past 
season, three were absolute 
gems and games to remem- 
ber. On April 19th, 
Wilmington faced Belmont, 
who had ace pitcher Joe 
Espilen. The left-hander led 
Belmont to an 1-0 win over 
the Wildcats which included 
striking out 19 of the possi- 
ble 21 batters. Gracia also 
tossed a complete game, 
with four strikeouts, while 
walking just one and giving 
up just three hits. 

It also so happens that the 
two hurlers are very good 
friends. 

“I play with him on the 
summer team. It's just fun 
to do that, compete against 
guys (you are _ friends 
with),” said Gracia, who 
was then asked if the two 
exchanged any trash-talk- 
ing, fun-jabs at one another, 
“There was and there was- 
n't. I hit and he didn't, so 
when he struck me out, we 
just both looked at each 
other and just gave a laugh.” 

Then nine days later, 
Gracia tossed another gem, 
this time getting the win. He 
threw just 95 pitches over 
nine innings as Wilmington 
defeated Stoneham, 3-1 in 
extra innings. 

“We twice scored in the top 
of the tenth and Chris Stokes 
finished the game for the 
save,” recalled Caira. “In 
that game Danny had eleven 
strikeouts and walked only 
one batter. He gave up only 
three hits and the run that 
scored for Stoneham was 
unearned. Danny was to say 
the least dominant in. that 
game getting stronger as the 
game went on. He struck out 
the side in both the seventh 
and eighth. With one out in 
the ninth, he let up his third 
single and then on the next 
pitch picked off a pinch run- 
ner. He retired the next bat- 
ter on a ground ball for his 
last inning of that game.” 

Then exactly a month later 
on May 28th, he tossed a 
complete game 1-hit shut out 
with 12 strikeouts in a win 
over Revere in the finals of 
the Scanlon Tournament. He 
also finished 3-for-4 at the 
plate that day, while scoring 
a run and knocking in anoth- 
er. 

“Being elected twice by his 
teammates to captain the 
team certain tells you what 
kind of kid he is,” said Caira. 
“Danny is focused, deter- 
mined, a great teammate 
and loves to play the game. 
He is one of the hardest 
workers we have. If all of the 
underclassmen can work 
and practice as he does, the 
program is in for some good 
times ahead. And you know 
as serious as Danny can be, 
there is always that smile on 
his face or joke out of the 
blue just to keep his team 
loose and everything in per- 
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spective.” 

The Wildcats were defeat- 
ed 9-3 in an epic extra inning 
first round state tournament 
game by Burlington, putting 
the finalization on a tremen- 
dous season with the team 
finishing 16-5. This year's 
team returns 11 players with 
varsity experience including 
all but one of their pitchers 
including top two starters 
Chris Grecco and Gracia, as 
well as the team's closer 
Graham Smith, who will be 
joining Gracia at Franklin 
Pierce College in September. 

“They were one of the 
schools I was talking to 
throughout the summer and 
after the high school season 
ended,” said Gracia. “I went 
out for a visit in late July or 
beginning of August and I 
met and talked with the 
coaches. Then a few weeks 
later, Graham decided to go 
there and then another week 
or two went by, we figured 
out that Franklin Pierce was 
the best fit for me (com- 
pared to the other schools, 
including St. Anselm and 
AIC).”

Going into this fall season, 
the thought was the 
Wilmington High School 
Golf team was loaded with 
talent and would have easily 
its best season in many 
years. That didn't happen. 
The 'Cats finished below .500 
with a 3-7-1 record, but were 
able to qualify for the 
Division 2 North Sectional 
tournament by finishing in a 
tie for second place in the 
Middlesex League Freedom 
Division. 

“I thought we were going to 
have a big season,” said 
Gracia. “We made the state 
tournament for the first time 
in a while so that was good, 
but we didn't do it the way 
we wanted to (qualifying) by 
finishing in second place (in 
our league). It was fun. 
There's a lot of young kids in 
the league now. There was 
this freshman from 
Winchester who was just 
unbelievable. I think he shot 
three-under at the league 
championship match and 
then at the state tourna- 
ment, he won the North 
Sectional (individual title). 
There were a lot of young 
kids who came up (who were 
very good).” 

Gracia mostly was the 
team's No. 2 golfer but did 
play at No. 1 several match- 
es. His average score was 40, 
but said that his best match 
came against Melrose, 
where he beat his opponent 
by four or five strokes, fin- 
ishing with a 1-over par, 36. 
He was against about his 
strength as a golfer. 

“Definitely driving the 
ball,” he said. “I can drive 
the best out of everyone on 
the team. I was struggling 
with my irons to start the 
year. I had a slow start with 
that and once I figured that 
out, I got into a pretty good 
groove.” 

Gracia's personal record 
was 5-7 on the season, but

Danny's 
father grew up in 
Wilmington, graduating in 
1976, and played youth 
sports until a freak injury 
ended his athletic days.

How to avoid ‘Bleacher Syndrome’ this winter sports season.

As we move into winter sports season, many parents 
are facing hours spent in the bleachers at ice rinks and 
gymnasiums. My son plays hockey and my daughter fig- 
ure skates, so I know that my wife and I will be spending 
plenty of time at the rink. Every year, in my PT prac- 
tice, I see patients whose dysfunction is related in some 
way to spending hours sitting and watching their kids 
play. I call this problem “bleacher syndrome.” 

Here are some simple strategies to help keep bleacher 
syndrome from landing you on the disabled list this sea- 


son. 


Get up and move. Sitting anywhere for long periods 
can lead to muscles shortening and joints stiffening. 
Sitting in bleachers is even worse as it’s very difficult to 
maintain good posture. Simply getting up and moving 
every 10 or 15 minutes can help off set this problem. It 
is easy to lose track of time while watching your child or 


talking to other parents, but try to get up and move 


around a little bit. 


Stretch. Gentle stretching has many benefits including 
reducing muscle tightness and spasm, increasing circu- 
lation and improving nerve mobility. 
never be done in an aggressive manner and you should 
never stretch cold muscles. Walk around for five min- 


utes or so before you stretch.. 


Don’t spend too much time on your phone. It’s com- 
mon now to look in the bleachers, especially during prac- 
tices, and see that the majority of parents are on their
